Thank you for sending me your email. I'd like to bring up some questions to all those involved in the 
relocation of the gwhfc foodline, regarding their fundraising to secure a building. I am concerned, as I 
have been for years, that money is raised for projects that never materialize. 

1- Why isn't there any specific information as to what the $200,000 Will be used for? There's no talk 
about a lease, down payment or how that money will be used to get the foodline off the streets . For 
all the public knows that $200,000 is being raised to purchase someone's garage. 

2- Why isn't there even one picture of the building? 

3- Why isn't there So much as a description of the amenities and how it will benefit the homeless? 

4- Why isn't there any mention of what part of the city the said building is in? 

5- Will the current recipients of the foodline be able to walk to the new location, as many are without 
transportation or bus fare? 

6- Why isn't there any description of a timeline? 

7- Will the building be available in 2 years if it takes that long to raise the money? 

8- Can whchc afford the monthly mortgage after putting this money towards a building? 

9- Why isn't this breakthrough the first highlighted article on their webpage? I found it impossible to 
find the fundraising page And requested that someone send me the link. 

I find this entire hustle for cash outrageous. I live by Target in West Hollywood and am too aware of 
the destruction caused by those who frequent Ted Landreth's foodline. I can never be labeled a 
NIMBY, because I was homeless in the 90's and ate in this foodline. There was a joke on the streets 
among us that were homeless and ate in the foodline, that the foodline was a good way to flush your 
system as many people got diarrhea after eating the food. I watched the video on gwhfc website and 
recognized some of the pictures of the homeless as being crack and meth addicts. One female in the 
pictures stood outside of the 99c store when I was there, with a glass pipe terrorizing the patrons of 
the store and is responsible for foul graffiti on the Romaine/LaBrea building. 

Ted Landreth has raised hundreds of thousands of dollars over 25 years and is no closer today to 
upgrading his foodline to a sanitary indoor facility than he was in the 90's. There is only one way that 
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anyone would be motivated to contribute to this cash drive and that is to trust Ted implicitly that he is 
integral enough to spend $200,000 towards some sort of a building. I think it's time for everyone 
involved to wake up and look at the facts.
